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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment to claims 1, 3-5, 9-12, 14-18, 20, 22-25 introduce new limitations not previously 
considered and would require further search and consideration.. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 05 May 2006 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

The applicant argues independent claims 6 and 19, wherein the applicant argues that Reynolds does not teach or disclose "inspecting a 
client profile associated with the client" as recited in independent claims 6 and 19 (see page 10 of remarks). The examiner disagrees; 
Reynolds teaches the receiver controller 312 comparing capabilities of the receiver 302 to determine which streams may be received and 
used by the receiver (pg. 6, para. 0058, see also pg. 6, para. 0055). As a result, the step of "inspecting a client profile associated with the 
client" is performed at the client device, which is not precluded by any limitations in the claim. 



The examiner notes that the claim identifier for claim 19 should be "(Previously Presented)" in lieu of "(Currently Amended)."
